this money. a | 


Did he think there was any comfort to the farmer.in that reply? If we. 


mistake not, Mr. Thomas was himself the purchaser, on paper of the cotton 
in which he pretended to deal; yet he is the man who made the money. 


Mr. Thomas did not handle a bale of the cotton which he bought; he did not 
sell it, he merely took down his swollen margins, paid by the men who bet | 


him cotton would go down. 

Mr. Thomas ‘tries to deal out additional comfort in the assertion that his 
“flurry” caused the price of cotton to go up. True, it did rise for a brief 
period, but at a time when there was scarcely a bale remaining in the 
hands of the producer unmarketed. There is, indeed, something remarkable 
though too subtle for the ordinary perception, about the philanthropy of the 
speculator. 7 : 

But aside from all this it must be remembered that opposed, to Mr. 
‘Thomas and his associates is another syndicate making equally persistent 
efforts to hammer down the price of cotton. There must be somebody sell- 
as long as there is another buying it. Mr. Thomas 
may be successful today; the price of cotton, on paper, may be forced up 
2 or 3 cents, and he will line his pockets with profits, at a time when the 
producer has scarcely a bale left to market on the advance; but tomorrow 
his antagonist will be on top and the bottom will drop out, most likely just 
at the time when the crop is ready to move from the farm to the mill. 

These are facts of history which Mr. Thomas overlooked in his reply to 
Mr. Miller—tacts which Mr. Thomas canont dispute and cannot answer. 

It is this continual grinding of the farmer between the upper and the 
nether millstones of speculation, which he has suffered’ until patience cries 
aloud in exhaustion, and in the cry the doom of cotton gambling is sounded. 

It is the fact that the speculator of the Thomas stripe may put cotton 
to 15 cents one day, and his antagonist force it down to 12 cents the next, 
to which the farmer obfects. And if Mr. Thomas himself thought he saw a 
million, or even less, awaiting him on the other side of the market, is it 
sate to assume that, in righteous indignation, he would refrain because of 
the injustice to the producer? We cannot conceive it. 

These fluctuations in the market come without apparent cause; it is not 
a question of increase or decrease in the crop or in the world’s call for 
the raw or manufactured product; it is purely a question of strength be- 
tween two sets of gamblers lined up in opposition, each to the other;. it is 
an out and out subversion of the law of supply and demand. 

All the producer asks, and in this request the spinner joins him, is the 


elimination of this artificial element in the trade and the restoration of the 


natural law of supply and demand. It is not an unreasonable demand; its ful- 


fillment will affect no legitimate interest. 
It is purely a question of justice to the producer of the greatest of Amer- 


ican crops. That justice may be tardy, but it is decreed and its coming is 


inevitable.

NEW RAILROAD LAWS NEEDED 


Railroad Situation Forms Basis of 
Summons to Alabama Legisia- 
tors to Meet in Extra Ses- 
sioi—Compaulsory Educa- 
tion Also Mentioned. 


Montgomery, October 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Governor this afternoon 
called an extra session of the legisla- 
ture for November 7. 
The call provides for 
the following subjects: 
railroads, securing reasonable rates, 
venting discrimination and preparation 
of the proper means of securing obedi- 
ence to enactments; to amend the act 
to regulate railroads so as to give state 
more power, and further define the du- 
ties of the commission; to prohibit re- 
ceiving more for serviée of any kind by 
common carricr than is allowed by law 
and fix time in which overcharges may 
be recovered; to authorize action for 
damages for charge of any amount ovr 
See allowed by the state act; to pro- 
hibit transportation companies from re- 
‘fusing admittance to trains of those who 
|have tried to buy tickets at the reduced 
rates and have been denied them; to 
provide a maximum charge; to amena 
the maximum and other state laws to 
the extent that they may be forced also 
to provide for testing reasonableness of 
their rates; to provide a rule of pro- 
ceeding in cases where injunction may be 
issued against any state officer. Pro- 
vision {s also to be discussed for hand- 
ling baggage, taking care of causés aris- 
ing from other states, free transporta- 
tion on street cars of city officers and 
school children; to amend demurrage 
laws; the bulletining of trains, and the 
amending of any law that may seem bes‘ 

with regard to railroad control. 

The only questions in the call that do 
not have to do With railroads are the 
following: Revision of fertilizer act, 
the idea being to® make it possible to 
sell cotton seed meal with less than 8 
per cent ammonia; compulsory educa- 
tion; regulation of stocks of goods in 
bulk; provision for organization of gov- 
erning bodies of cities, ineluding the con- 
tro] of police, and a plan to prevent re- 
versals in trials of criminal cases by 
the elimination of. technicalities in the 
reason for reversals. 

The repeal of the authority of the rail- 
roal commission is advised, the result of 
which would be to prevent that poay 
from enforcing acts of the legislature. The 
result Of this would be to kill all the 
injunction suits now in the United 
States courts and give the state a neW 
start on the control of the common Car- 
riers.
